(Special Frankfort Correspondence.) 

Frankfort. — A big fight Is in prospect 
before the general assembly over the 
proposed profit-sharing commission for 
fire insurance agents, which would 
make them for all practical purposes 
a contingent of the state fire marshal’s 
force, and which, it is expected, will 
be recommended by the commission 
now codifying tho insurance laws. 
Agents are protesting against this fea. 
turo of the proposed law, because, they 
insist, it Is yet in the experimental 
stages, and If made compulsory by 
law, they will havo no means of dis- 
carding the system without an amend- 
ment to the law, if it proves unsatls- 
factofy. 

Under that plan, instead of receiv- 
ing whatever per cent of the premium 
their commission now is, they would 
receive, perhaps, 10 per cent com- 
mission, ami at the end of the year a 
commission based on the profits to the 
company on the business written by 
them during the year. The purpose of 
such a plan is to interest insurance 
agents in writing only the desirable 
risks, to avoid overiusuring property 
ami to stimulate them to co-operate 
with the insurance department in en- 
couraging people to remedy fire haz- 
ards. If the agents, it is argued, share 
in the profits of the business, and 
lose this share If the losses eat up the 
profits, they will be interested in re- 
ducing losses to a minimum. 



Zurich, Dec. 13— German papers re- 
ceived here state that Bulgarian 
troops have been instructed not to 
pass the Greek frontier. This indi- 
cates, according to Swiss military ex- 
perts, that only Austro-German troops 
will be used in the campaign against 
SaioniUi. 



Chicago, Dec. 13,— Information to 
the effect that eleven Chloafeoans of 
German extraction, some of them 
prominent, are engaged in the manu- 
facture in this city of explosives for 
use in biowing up plants in which am- 
munition and other war materials are 
manufactured, has been placed in the 
hands of a government official in the 
form of an affidavit and was turned 
over to Hinton G. Ciabaugh, chief of 
the local bureau of investigation of 
the department of Justice. 

The affidavit is said to have been 
made and turned over to the govern- 
ment official with great secrecy. Its 
author is described as a young man 
who was bom in the United States, 
but whose parents came from France. 
He succeeded in getting Into the se- 
crets of the eleven men he names 
through using an assumed name and 
representing himself as a German. 

Describes Glgantlg Plot 

The affidavit made by him is said 
to go into great detail and describes 
Chicago as the center of a gigantic 
pro-German plot. It is declared that 
already great quantities of explosives 
have been mado in Chicago and 
shipped to other parts of the country 
to he used In the destruction of muni- 
tions plants. The men who actunlly 
do.tlie work of dynamiting the plants, 
it id said, act directly under the in- 
structions of the Chicagoans. 

It was said at tho federal building 
that until verification can be made of 
the Information contained in the affi- 
davit, no disclosures will be forthcom- 
ing regarding its contents. The al- 
leged plot Is said to be in no way 
connected with the purported activi- 
ties of he national peace conference.

Discovery Is Accidental. 

The man leaking the affidavit, ac- 
1 cording to a government official, acci- 
dentally came upon the alleged plot 
through a woman acquaintance. The 
woman brought him into touch with a 
man who confided in him slightly. 
The curiosity of the author of the affi- 
davit was aroused and be expressed 
himself as being in sympathy with the 
cause of Germany. 

As other disclosures came to him 
he determined, he said, for patriotic 
motives toward the United States, as 
well as for u love for the land of his 
parents, to learn extent of the al- 
leged plot. One of the first things he 
was told was that the activities of 
the men in the plot were aB closely 
guarded as are those of the most pow- 
erful ajecret society. 



Athens, Dec. 13.— At a cabinet meet- 
ing here it was decided to grant re- 
quests made by the entonte ministers 
relating to demobilization of the Greek 
forces now at Salonikl, acoordlng to 
an announcement Issued to the Ath- 
ens newspapers. 

Paris, Dec. 13.— Greece has yielded 
to the demands of the allies; a large 
part of the Hellenic army will be de- 
mobilized; withdrawal of Greek troops 
now in the region of Salonikl will be- 
gin immediately. 

Announcement It Semi-Official. 

This information came to Paris in 
a semi-official dispatch from Athens. 
The decision of the Greek government 
is said to have been reached after 
ministers of the entente powers had 
given notice that all Greek ports 
would be blockaded unless the allies 
were assured of complete llborty or 
military action. 

New demands, said to have taken 
the nature of an ultimatum were pre- 
sented at Athens Friday. These in- 
sisted upon withdrawal of the Greek 
troops concentrated at Salonikl. With 
Greece hesitating as to whether It 
should Join the entente or central pow- 
ers, Its military forces were a source 
of danger to the allied troops while at 
Salonikl. 

Anxiety Relieved. 

In view of the official admission that 
the Anglo-French troops in Serbia bad 
fallen hack toward Salonikl, the newB 
from Athens relieved the tense anxi- 
ety that has been felt here. 

It Is reported that the surrender of 
Greece to the chief demands of the 
entente nations will simplify greatly 
the problems which confronted the 
war council of the allies.

Postmaster General HMfeaon is es- 
pecially interested ' l ’ra Itet'ffTdAIMfl- 
ment of aerial mail service and be- 
lieves the aeroplane is desUned to 
solve many a postal problem at pres- 
ent made vexing by the lack of trans- 
portation facilities. * The speed of 
mall transmission can be greatly in- 
creased by aviation, the department 
believes. 

Among the more important routes 
which the post office department has 
selected for the initiation Of aerial 
mail service, as soon as congress fur- 
nishes money for the experiment, are 
the following; 

West Bedford, Mass., to Nantucket

The greatest dis- 
tance covered by any of these routes 
Is 112 miles, the airline distance from 
Albany to Lake Placid.

Officials Gratified Over Outcome of a 
Situation Apparently Fraught 
With 8erioui Difficulties. 



Washington, Dec. 13. — Secretary 
Lansing has asked Great Britain and 
France, through their embassies here, 
for safe conduct for Captain Boy-ttd 
and Captain voir Papen, respectively 
naval and military attaches of the 
German embassy here, pursuant to the 
request of Emperor William, who has 
personally recalled the officers. With- 
drawal of the attaches had been re- 
quested by the secretary because of 
their alleged activities which rendered 
them personae non gratae to the Amei^ 
lean government. 

Official announcement of Emperor 
William’s action was made by Secre- 
tary Lansing after receiving a com- 
munication from the German foreign 
office through Count von Bemstorff, 
the German ambassador. The emperor 
also requested safe conduct for the 
successors of Captain Boy-Ed and Cap- 
tain von Papen, who will be named 
later. Action on this, however, will 
await the naming of the successors. 

Officials were plainly gratified over 
the outcome of a situation that had 
apparently been fraught with serious 
difficulties. As a result Secretary Lan- 
sing is free to take up again negotia- 
tions with Germany for settlement of 
the Lusitania controversy and the 
cases of other foreign diplomatic and 
consular officers. It is expected that 
the case of Alexander von Nubet, Aus- 
trian consul general at New York, will 
be the first to be settled.

A system of good roads is the 
basis of the country's progress and 
upon this largely depends its ma- 
terial development and prosperity. 
Pdblic roads have been compared 
to the veins and arteries in the 
human body, by which the circula- 
tion is carried on, and when they 
are clogged, or are not in good con- 
dition, the usual functions are im- 
peded and vitally diminished. 

1 am In favor of tho United States 
Government aiding, to a proper ex- 
tent, In the building of roads. 
Largo amounts of money are appro- 
priated annually by Congress for 
rivers and harbors, for irrigation' 
and for government buildings, and 
in the same line Congress should 
appropriate money to aid in the 
construction of public roads. 



PUTTING A PREMIUM ON CRIME. 

It is rumored that J. E. McGlone, defaulting Circuit 
Court Clerk of Carter county, will be allowed to make 
good his shortage and go free. If this is done it will not 
speak well for the officers charged wilh the enforcement 
of the law in that county. So long as men who steal pub- 
lic money are permitted to escape a term in prison by pay- 
ing a part or all of the money hack, that long will the law 
will be held in disrepute and other potential thieves be en- 
couraged to commit like crimes. 

A defaulter should not escape the penitentiary be- 
‘eattse he coraes of a good family. It might be the cause 
of somi other member of his family making a like mis- 
take. : 

One of the last acts of Governor McCreary was to 
grant unconditional pardons to a half-dozen men convict- 
ed of murder. We venture the prediction that before two 
years have elapsed one or more of these pardoned men will 
again be on trial for taking the life of a fellow-man, and 
if this prediction comes true the venerable ex-Governor 
will be in a measure responsible for the crime. 

When a man, who is mentally responsible, commits a 
crime he ought to he convicted, and after this is done he 
ought to stay convicted until he has paid the full penalty.

APPROVING THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The message which President Wilson delivered to 
Congress last week has attracted more attention than any 
other message to Congress during the last thirty years. 

It is admitted by all that the state papers of President 
Wilson rank very high, but none of the others equal the 
last one in the epoch making events which it inaugurated. 

From every location the great chorus of approval is 
swelling wider and wider and louder and louder; for the 
country realizes now as never before that the vast and un- 
limited wealth of this great country is “no longer safe” 
without adequate defense. 

The American idea of preparedness is to be a citizen- 
ry trained to arms so that if we are attacked, as some of 
the nations of Europe have been attacked, we will be 
ready to meet the aggressor with trained men. President 
Wilson is acting on the same principle as any city, which 
organizes a police and lire department for the protection 
of life and property. 

The part of President Wilson’s message which flays 
the “disloyal citizens,” that is, the hyphenated variety, 
was most warmly applauded by Congress. There is an 
urgent necessity for a law making it an “act of treason” 
for anyone to injure the industries of this country with a 
view of conferring any kind of benefit on a foreign coun- 
try. Congress will undoubtedly pass a law so drastic that 
that the “hyphenated animals” which have been abusing 
their privileges in this ccfuntry will be shot in the future 
ani their property confiscated if any more activity is in- 
dulged in resulting in or aiming at violence of any sort, 
for the benefit of a foreign nation.

When the snake moves 
his ribs, therefore, he can move 
forward just ns readily and ns 
swiftly as though he had 1,000 
legs.

The 
reason that tho snake cannot 
move is because the* projecting 
edges of these plates can find 
nothing to take hold of on the 
smooth surface.

Frankfort. — Kentucky’s Road Com- 
missioner, Robert C. Terrell, who has 
successfully put lute operation the 
good roads laws of Kentucky and for 
the past three years has been the head 
of the road department, was born near 
Bedford, Trimble county, Kentucky, 
In 1884. After finishing the common 
school of that county, he entered the 
State University of Kentucky and 
graduated from that Institution In 
1906, receiving the degree of bachelor 
of engineering, and wan given the mas- 
ter’s degree ( ln civil engineering in 
1908. 

Immediately after receiving his de- 
gree In 190C, he took charge of the 
local ion of the Duck Fork extension 
of the Louisville & Atlanta railway, 
now a portion of I he L. & N. system. 
In addition to locating the road, Mr. 
Terrell mapped and opened up a large 
coal field for the Kentucky River Coal 
which was afterwards 



Frankfort.— Kentucky was one oi 
the first states In the union to estab- 
lish state aid for road construction. 
As early as 1810 the General Assembly 
of Kentucky provided for the open- 
ing of roads to the Virginia line and 
began the construction of macadam- 
ized roads In 1820. 

Prior to 1840, Kentucky had speul 
more than $2,000,000 in the construc- 
tion. of macadamized roads which 
were built on rights of way sixty feet 
wide. These roads were located on 
light grades and easy curves, and 
were graded twenty-four to thirty feet 
between ditches,

The department was organized and 
Robert C. Terrell was appointed the 
first commissioner.

Tunes oi cost Tor the roail anil bruise 
work, which excoeded $500 in cost, 
i hey were not compelled to use the 
plans and specifications thus prepared. 
It was not until after the state aid 
law passod by the General Assembly 
of 1914 became operative that the 
state was really In a position to lend 
material aid to the counties. Although 
a groat deal was accomplished by the 
roinmlssiouer and his assistants prior 
to 1910, It was only, us stated above, 
advisory, which in many instances It 
was hard to get the county officials 
to take advantage of the engineering 
assistance offered, but In 1914 the gen- 
eral assembly passed a law levying a 
ilvo-cent tax on each $100 worth of tax- 
able property in the state of Kentucky. 
The law further provided that the 
money should be distributed to the 
counties based upon the amount of 
money levied and collected In each 
county for roadbuilding, and that no 
county should receive in any one year 
more than two per cent of the total 
road fund. The department imme- 
diately set to work in the spring of 
1915 to secure the co-operation of the 
counties in building a system of roads 
as laid out In the bill paused by the 
General Assembly, which provided 
that the roads should connect up the 
county seat of each county of the Com- 
monwealth with the county seals of 
the adjoining counties by the most 
direct and practical route, and the 
count y seats of border counties with 
the state line on tho most direct and 
practical routes leading from Bald 
county seats to the county seats of 
the adjoining counties In the adjacent 
states.

ROBERT C. TERRELL 
Kentucky Road Commissioner. 

Through Mr. Terrell’s Influence with 
Ihe Board of Trustees of the State 
University of Kentucky, there was es 
tablished the chair of rural and high 
way engineering in the Department c! 
Civil F.nglneerlng of that institution 
He was unanimously chosen professoi 
of that chair. He immediately began 
the campaign to secure not only the 
undergraduate students In the course, 
but also arranged to have the prac- 
tical toad builders of the state to lake 
short courses and attend lectures dur- 
ing the winter season. The course 
grew very populur, and many students 
were enrolled in both the two and four 
year courses for undergraduate stu 
dents and large numbers of the county 
road men. as well as the county judges 
and magistrates matriculated for the 
lecture courses. 

In 1912, when the Department ot 
Public Roads was established by the 
General Assembly, Governor McCreari 
called Mr. Terrell from the chair ol 
rural and highway engineering ol 
State University of Kentucky and ap 
pointed him the first Commissioner ol 
Public Roads of Kentucky. Mr. Ter- 
rell uesumed his duties on July 1. 
1912, and has untiringly given hlf 
time and attention to the upbuilding 
of the road system of the stale 
Through ills efforts und the showing 
made by the department prior to Iht ! 
meeting of the General Assembly ol | 
1914 was made possible the passage : 
of the state aid road laws in Kentucky | 
which provide for intercounty seal J 
system of highways and a tlve-ceui 
tax, together with the llceuso tax on 
automobiles to be Bpent for tbe con 
structlon of the state system of high 
ways, the Btnte paying one-half the 
cost and the county one-half the coal 
of such Improvement. 

Mr. Terrell, through hla splendid 
corps of assistants and thorough or 
ganlzntlou, has had Active supervision 
and charge of Ihe preparation of tin 
plans, specifications and estimates ol 
cost and actual construction of mort 
ilian one Ihousaud miles of road, am 
has thoroughly demonstrated to tin 
citizens of tho Commonwealth of Ken 
tucky the advantage of having road.- 
constructed on scientific principles, 
and 1ms made popular the new road 
laws and has been successful In se 
curing the co-operation of tho county 
officials throughout lire slate. 

Mr. Terrell, when Interviewed on 
Ihe subject, stated he was well pleased 
with tho success of the new road laws, 
and that a good showing had been 
made this year, and that fully fifty 
per cent more work would be uccuni 
pllshed during the year 1B1C, as the 
county officers of nearly every county 
iu the stute have alteady signified 
tueir intention of taking thsli pro 
rata putt of the state aid laud tot 
the*£oiuiuf year, ana many mote coun- 
ties are preparing to vote bond issues

Scarcely Secondary to Rail Trans- 
portation in Their Far-reaching 
Effect on Civilization. 

1 he two great necessities of 
modern l feare education and 
transportation, for civilized 
travels in the wake of good 
schools and goal roads. Good 
roads lead in more good directions 
than tbe most far-seeing can 
contemplate. Commerce begins 
on the country roads and byways; 
they effect school attendance and 
literacy; they control markets 
and prices, values of land, the de- 
velopment and contentment of 
the people, the cost and pleasure 
of living, and are scarcely second- 
ary to rail transportion in their 
far-reaching effect. 

They determine the character 
and growth of the community, 
and the necessity for them can- 
not be overestimated, for a
